Weeds, it has been~found by 
scientific experiments. are one of 
the greatest robbers of the turm- 
ers’ incomes, ‘“Vhen growing 
amidst the grain, weeds steal, it 
is calculated, on the average, on 
these prairies, about 25 percent
